Astronauts Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. 
Joseph P. Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz. who 
returned to earth Friday from man's long­ 
est space journey, are snapping back from 
dizziness 
and 
weakness 
caused 
by 
exposure to weightlessness 
during their 
record 
28-day 
mission, 
doctors 
said 
Saturday. 
"Things 
are 
looking 
much, 
much 
improved." Dr. W. Royce Hawkins, the 
astronauts’ chief physician, said at the 
Johnson Space Center near Houston. 
Kerwin. who suffered the most severe 
symptoms from space de-conditioning, is 
"one thousand per cent better now," said 
Hawkins. 


Both Conrad and Weitz. he said, are “in 
excellent shape."

The astronauts will be flown from this 
carrier by helicopter for the two-hour 
presidential visit. 
Doctors said the astronauts' two-hour 
stay at the western White House will be 
under 
strict 
medical 
control. 
The 
spacemen are still in a post-mission 
quarantine period and their contact with 
other people is carefully controlled. 


Hawkins said the astronauts will wear 
surgical-style masks during most of the 
meeting with Nixon and Brezhnev. 


"You may see pictures of the crew with 
the president without masks." said the 
doctor, "but they’ll be upwind and more 
than two meters (about six feet) apart." 


The quarantine is an effort to protect the 
spacemen from disease during the post­ 
mission period when their resistance is 
low. 


Hawkins said none of the symptoms seen 
in the astronauts were life-threatening or 
permanently debilitating. 


Instead, he said, the symptoms were 
part of the adaptive mechanism as the 
astronauts readjust to gravity. 


Talks to Eagleton

President Nixon wound up his summit 
talks with Soviet leader Leonid I Brezhnev 
Saturday and said they had moved the 
world closer to peace 
His ebullient guest agreed as they 
mingled with movie stars, politicians and 
businessmen at a party Nixon gave for 
Brezhnev at the side of the swimming 
pool 
I feel happy. Brezhnev said He said he 
hopes U.S.-Soviet relations are forever 
based on "mutual respect and friendship 
of our people and that there are no more 
wars." 
The 
President and 
the Communist 
general secretary had worked together 
through the afternoon at Nixon’s villa over­ 
looking the Pacific. They put the finishing 
touches on a communique to be issued 
Monday that reportedly accents nuclear 
arms limitations and European troop 
reductions. 
Nixon, speaking to his guests, said he 
believed the agreements reached during 
the week "will contribute to the peace of 
the world that everyone here wants and 
that the general secretary and I have been 
working toward." 
Referring to the fact that his villa. Casa 
Pacifica, means "the House of Peace" in 
Spanish, the President said he hopes peace 
will become a reality, "not only for the 
American and the Soviet people but for all 
the peoples of the world." 
In an obviously exuberant mood, the 
President said that because of the house's 
name, even though he and Brezhnev shared 
a mutual fondness for western movies and 
the cowboy stars on hand, "everyone has 
checked his holster belt at the door." 
Responding, Brezhnev said the accords 
he had reached with Nixon "consolidate 
and reaffirm the friendly relations be­ 
tween our people and our states." He 
added that he would like that "the name of 
this house be symbolic." 
Earlier, 
their 
spokesmen 
expressed 
similar sentiments in briefing newsmen 
Ronald L. Ziegler, the White House press 
secretary, said he was confident that the 
"habit of cooperation between the United 
States and the Soviet Union was growing 
stronger.” 


Brezhnev, meanwhile, was quoted as 
saying that a big step forward has been 
made." 


At the same time, the two leaders did not 
try to paper over the fact that differences 
exist between the United States and the 
Soviet 
Union. 
Moreover, 
the 
Soviets 
indicated the new pact to avert nuclear war 
does not rule out military shipments to 
belligerents in the Middle East, Indochina 
and other parts of the world 


But the general atmosphere was mostly 
sweetness and light 
Ronald L Ziegler, the White House press 
secretary, 
summarized 
Nixon's 
comments "The President is very satisfied 
with the range of issues discussed, with the 
wide scope of the agreements reached in 
all fields, with the excellent atmosphere 
that pervaded all the talks, with the 
emphasis on concrete accomplishment " 
Speaking for Brezhnev, 
the general 
director of Tass. Leonid M 
Zamyatin, 
hailed the "business-like and constructive 
atmosphere" and said the Soviet leader is 
satisified with the talks and the progress 
that has been achieved."

Ceilin g Prices On Request 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
Beginning 
Monday, stores throughout the nation 
will have to provide legal ceiling prices to 
customers w ho request them 
The customers, however, will have to fill 
out a form and wait for up to two days for 
the answer. 
For food stores, requirements under 
President Nixon's 60-dav price freeze will 
be tougher Each food retail store must 
keep on hand a list of legal freeze prices for 
immediate inspection by consumers. And 
the posting requirements of the President's 
ceilings on meat prices remain in effect 
The Cost of Living Council said 2.000 
Internal 
Revenue Service agents will 
conduct spot checks nationally beginning 
Monday to make sure stores are complying 
with the requirements. If any stores are 
caught in violation, they will be asked 
immediately to roll back their prices to the 
legal ceiling 
The requirements actually go into effect 
at 11:59 p.m. Sunday 
As the government geared up for the new 
requirements, the Cost of Living Council 
began investigating whether the 60-day 
freeze is causing any food shortages, 
particularly in poultry, eggs and tomatoes. 
A council official said there have been 
allegations 
that 
shortages 
have been 
developing but it will be another week 
before the government can document the 
claims 
of 
farmers 
and 
their 
representatives. 
Consumers will have to take the trouble 
to fill out a card or information slip if they 


want to demand from most stores the legal 
ceiling price for an item they are buying 


According to the rules, sellers must make 
available at each place of business request 
forms that consumers can fill out and give 
to the store Within 48 hours, the seller 
must supply the consumer the legal ceiling 
price requested 


As for food stores with total sides of 
more than $25 million, consumers should 
expect to find inspection lists of ceiling 
prices available 


This list will contain the freeze prices of 
at least the 40 best-selling items in each de­ 
partment Or. the store has the option of 
listing prices for items which accounted for 


at least 50 per cent of its total dollar sides 
in each department 
Since March 
29, supermarkets have 
had to post in their stores the legal ceiling 
prices for beef, lamb and pork These 
remain in effect. For all other stores, the 
only poster required is a 22 x 28-inch sign 
telling consumers that they can obtain legal 
prices by filling out a request with the 
store. 
Meanwhile, the council said that IRS 
agents will begin this week to conduct the 
"price and profit sweep" promised by the 
President when he announced the freeze 
on June 13 The council will use financial 
forms submitted by companies, some of 
which are due June 30 and some of which 
are already on hand 


Peterso n Seekin g F arm F u el 


(Democrat-Capital Service) 
MARSHALL — State Rep. William A. 
Peterson of the 46th District is engaging in 
an intense campaign here to insure that 
agricultural production is not curtailed by 
an apparent squeeze in available fuels. 
Peterson told The Democrat-Capital. "I 
began receiving calls from farmers because 
they could not get fuel to harvest crops. 
When I put it together, it came down to 
two major oil companies." He declined to 
name the firms. 
According to Peterson, some of the 
farmers who contacted him indicated their 
fuel supplies were limited to what they had 
in their tanks, while others said they could 
not run their machinery. 
Peterson said he contacted state and 
area officials in an attempt to remedy the 
situation, and also attempted to contact 
Gov. Christopher S. Bond. "I received no 


satisfaction there either, so I called Sen 
(Thomas F.) Eagleton’s office. And. as it 
happened, the same thing happened in the 
Farmington area Friday and he called the 
oil companies." Peterson said 
He 
indicated 
that 
Eagletons 
call 
evidently got some results since the oil 
companies "indicated they would change 
their 
d is trib u tio n 
procedures 
immediately." 
Peterson added. "By Monday there's 
supposed to be an announcement about 
new distribution procedures, but whether 
it’ll come I can't tell. Some of the 
companies have loosened up a little, but I 
don't 
know 
if 
its 
temporary 
or 
permanent." 
The Marshall lawmaker reported he 
heard of similar problems in northern 
Saline County, the northern portion of 
Pettis County and parts of Cooper County 


"The Justice Department should have 
done something a month ago." lie said 
about major fuel distributors cutting back 
in their distributions. 


Peterson said he had to approach reports 
of farmers being denied fuel with care 
because he wanted to avoid situations 
where fuel was withheld tor legitimate 
reasons, such as credit problems 


In a prepared statement Peterson said, 
‘The local crisis is a direct result of the 
prejudicial distribution system and that 
system must be restructured it this nation's 
food and fiber is to be harvested to lultill 
the needs of our people "

WASHINGTON (AP) - John W. Dean 
Ill s testimony against President Nixon 
goes public Monday after a week of tan­ 
talizing previews. 
Dean, fired from the White House staff, 
is expected to admit that he took part in 
planning and covering up the Watergate 
wiretapping He is also expected to say the 
President's top aides knew of the bugging 
plans, that the President knew of the cover- 
up. and that the White House engaged in 
other illegal and improper acts. 
The ousted White House counsel had 
been scheduled to begin testifying publicly 
last week, but the committee postponed 
the appearapce until after Nixon's summit 
talks 
with 
Soviet 
Leader 
Leonid 
I. 
Brezhnev Committee Chairman Sam J. 


Ervin Jr., D-N.C.. said the delay was to 
prevent 
anyone 
from 
blaming 
the 
committee if the summit talks turned sour 
But news leaks and counterleaks kept 
the story on front pages despite the delay 
Much of Dean's story, and the admin­ 
istration's case against him. are now 
known. 
Aside from the Dean story, there were 
few new developments in the Watergate 
scandal. It was announced that special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox is studying 
whether Nixon fund-raisers used extortion 
to get campaign contributions.

Hunt's lawyer said Hunt had accused 
former presidential counselor Charles Col­ 
son of ordering him to break into the 


apartment of Arthur Bremer shortly after

The Washington Post, of trying to discredit 
him.

<AP> — Regional evaluations of 
health care services will tackle 
the problem of rising costs in a 
new comprehensive health care 
plan being set up in Missouri 
Edward J. Peloqum. director 
of Comprehensive Health Care 
Planning in the Department of 
Community Affairs, said Thurs­ 
day citizens can no longer af­ 
ford to keep building more and 
more hospitals 
He announced a plan of re­ 
gional 
health 
care 
councils 
which will study the needs and 
costs of services in their com­ 
munities 
The Comprehensive Health 
Care Plan will be administered 
under new Federal Social Se­ 
curity provisions allowing the 
regional 
councils 
to 
review 
health services and either ap­ 
prove or disapprove them un­ 
der criteria such as availability 
and cost 
If a health care facility or 
service is not approved by the 
regional council, it will not be 
eligible to receive federal medi­ 
caid and medicare payments. 
Peloquin said the regional 
councils made up of volunteers 
will first attack the problem of 
rising costs because of health 
care facilities such as hospitals 


Peloquin described the health 
care industry as "fragmented" 
making it difficult to determine 
exactly why health care costs 
have risen so fast in recent 
years 
The 
regional 
health 
care 
evaluation idea is simply one in 
which the people who pay the 
bills will be asked to volunteer 
their various knowledge and 
skills in an attempt to reduce 
the cost of health care for their 
communities 
New hospitals are not always 
the answer to better health 
care. Peloquin said 
The regional councils will try 
to set up programs for their 
areas that will include more 
o u t p a t i e n t facilities, para­ 
medical programs, and volun­ 
teer planning and supervision 


The regional councils will be 
made up of both those who pro­ 
vide health care services like 
physicians, and those who pay 
the bills 


The 20 regional councils will 
deal with both public and pri­ 
vate health care facilities 


Peloqum said once the prob 
lem of facilities is carefully 
evaluated and dealt with, other 
cost factors such as physician 
charges and 
insurance costs 
will be* examined 


He cited laws in Pennsylva­ 
nia which 
require insurance 
companies to make their health 
insurance policies readable bv 
the average citizen before they 
can sell the policies in the 
state. 


"W e don't know " Peloquin 
said referring to the reasons 
for 
increasing 
health 
care 
costs 


He said the regional eval­ 
uations will attempt to find 
those answers so changes can 
be made in the entire concept 
of health care so people can af­ 
ford it.

The go v ernment had asked that Phillips be resto red to his 
o ffice pending appeal o f the June 11 ruling by U S District 
Judge William B Jo nes Jo nes ruled Philiips had been 
serv ing unlawfully as acting directo r o f the Office o f 
Eco no mic Oppo rtunity . 
Stev en Eilperin. the Justice Department lawy er who 
argued fo r the suspensio n, co mmented Fnday . "It do esn't 
lo o k as if we hav e a v ery large chance o f success” o n the 
appeal. 
In deny ing the mo tio n, the appeals co urt said it do esn't be­ 
liev e the go v ernment "has sho wn sufficient likeliho o d o f 
success o n the merits to warrant a stay .” 
Phillips was appo inted acting directo r o f OEO. which is 
being dismantled. Jan. 29 . His name was nev er submitted to 
the Senate fo r co nfirmatio n. 
The three-judge appeals panel said the Co nstitutio n "un­ 
equiv o cally requires an o fficer o f the United States to be co n­ 
firmed by the Senate unless different pro v isio n is made by 
co ngressio nal 
statute.” The panel said the go v ernment has 
no t demo nstrated that the co urt "is likely to ho ld that the 
President was entitled to ho ld Mr. Phillips in o ffice fo r a 4 
12 
mo nth perio d witho ut any no minatio n.”

Lewis' televised fund drives 
began in 1953, when he ap­ 
peared on a Los Angeles station 
to host a two-hour show.

MDAA officials say the Hughes 
Television Network will feed 
the show to at least 150 TV sta­ 
tions and that the program will 
i n c l u d e live performances 
broadcast from New York. Los 
Angeles, and Nashville. Tenn. 
Lewis, a tall, lean man who 
isn’t visibly ravaged either by 
age or 12-hour workdays, held 
up a red 
spiral binder at 
least three inches thick. It con­

and 
ideas for the coming show, as 
well as reference data from 
past shows. 
“ By the time I go on the 
air,” he said, “ I ’ll have four to 
six books just like this." 
He said his 1972 show from 
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Jerry Lewis, the comedian, is a fund raiser for a cause 
he supports with rare intensity: muscular dystrophy. 
He's already well into planning this year's Labor Day 
telethon, the eighth in as many years, for the New

May Seek 
Postal 
Exemption 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Post­ 
al officials are mulling whether 
to seek a price freeze ex­ 
emption in order to implement 
a planned July 6 rate boost for 
newspapers and other bulk 
mailers. 
“ We are studying the situ­ 
ation," 
said 
Postal Service 
spokesman Herb Wurth. “ We 
may ask for an exemption." 
The reason, he said, is simply 
this: If the service can t get 
more money from the mail 
users themselves, it will have 
to get it from Congress. 
Wurth 
noted 
the 
Postal 
Reorganization Act demands 
that we “ get out of the subsidy 
business" by 1981. The July 6 
boost would be the second of 
five annual increments recom­ 
mended last year by the inde­ 
pendent postal rates commis­ 
sion. 
The increases would apply to 
second class and some con­ 
trolled circulation publications, 
some third class non-profit bulk 
materials 
and 
some 
fourth 
class matter, including books 
and records. First class and 
airmail rates would not be af­ 
fected. 
Under the complex rate for­ 
mula. the boosts would range 
from less than 5 per cent cm 
some types of bulk mail to 33 
per cent on others. The cost of 
mailing a daily newspaper to a 
home within the same county, 
for example, would go from 1.1 
cents to 1.2 cents. Rates are 
considerably higher for out-of­ 
county mailings. 
Fourth class rates for books 
and records would go from 14 
to 16 cents on the first pound 
and from 7 to 8 cents on each 
additional pound. 


Assets 
Increased 
By Co-op 


SAN ANTONIO. Tex. (AP) - 
A recently formed grain and 
cattle cooperative says it has 
added ten Texas grain eleva­ 
tors and terminals and a North 
Dakota trucking firm to its as­ 
sets. 
However, the cooperative, the 
American Grain and Cattle 
Corp.. says a previously an­ 
nounced $350 million oil deal 
with John Mecom Sr. of Hous­ 
ton is still being negotiated. 
The cooperative said it has 
acquired the trucking firm of 
Raymond Cossete in Fargo, 
N.D., which it called “ the larg­ 
est grain trucking operation in 
the Dakotas." 
According to a release, the 
newly added grain elevators 
and terminal facilities in Texas 
include Grain Inc., of Corpus 
Christi, Frio Milling Co. of Dil- 
ley, Holland Grain Co. of Per- 
ryton, and G. W. Simmons 
Grain Co., with facilities in the 
Texas 
Panhandle 
at 
Vega, 
Wildorado, Ford, Landergen 
and near Hereford. 
In the release. no prices were 
mentioned. 
The release quoted Harold S. 
Nelson, president of the cooper­ 
ative, as saying a recent offer 
to buy the Lake Washington, 
La., oil field from Mecom is in 
“ the final, detailed tages of ne­ 
gotiation.” 
Earlier this month, Mecom 
was quoted in Houston as say­ 
ing he and the cooperative had 
agreed to a 10-year, $350 mil­ 
lion arrangement for the pro­ 
duction of the oil field. Mecom 
said the deal’s worth could in­ 
spire independent producers to 
increase domestic exploration.

The career of Captain Horatio 
Foxworthy

known to historians Until the

Papers

discovered in an attic in New 
England (you can find anything 
in an attic in New England) the 
spy organization, known to a 
few insiders. under the cover 
name of the Committee to 
Crown Washington Our King 
(CCWOK) had been ignored. 


Fragments found among the 
papers show that a

hearing was held in 1781 before

into the activities of CCWOK 
The committee found the affair 
so complex and difficult to 
follow that it adjourned after a 
few hours and reassembled at 
Mrs. McPherson’s tavern where 
an effort was made to forget the 
whole thing 
General Washington was soon 
cleared of complicity in the 
Picksniff matter. Overworked 


trying to keep together his 
brave and tattered armv. the 
Commander-in-Chief was 
ap p are n tly 
under 
the 
impression that Picksniff was 
spying on the British. The 
record shows friends tried to 
warn him that something fishy 
was going on The General s 
reply was. ‘ Keep it out of the 
newspapers ” 


Picksniff s agents aimed their 
activities 
against 
’Whigs. 
Radicals, 
Malcontents, 
and 
Republican Riffraff.” Exactly 
what 
their 
intentions 
were 
remains vague. It appears from 
the papers that they gathered 
information 
“ in 
deepest 
stealth” in order to use it 
against political opponents. 


The first break in the case 
came when five wigged and 
masked members of CCWOK

monarchy. Picksniff fled to 
France where he founded a 
Committee to Re-Crown Louis 
XVI. was arrested while rifling 
the files of Citizen Robespierre, 
and was guillotined The facts, 
however, are not substantiated.

Louis Harris Survey 
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Summit Brings New Peace Hopes 


B> LO l’IS HARRIS 
The American people view the latest summit meeting 
between President Nixon and Soviet party chief Brezhnev as 
marking a major breakthrough in efforts to bring the world 
closer to a lasting peace The public now feels that the 
world's two major superpowers are embarked on a long-term 
course which will yield agreements of major significance 
By a 78-8 per cent, an overwhelming majority of the 
American people approved the summit meeting in a survey 
completed last Monday among a cross section 
of 1,509 
households. By 59 to 22 per cent, a majority now believe it is 
possible for the U.S. 
and Hussia to reach long term 
agreements to help keep the peace In May of 1972. just prior 
to Nixon s trip to Moscow, the public held a similar view bv a 
closer 52-38 per cent. 
For a number of years now. the public in this country has 
been 
somewhat 
skeptical 
and 
highly 
cautious about 
expecting real progress from summit talks Since 1988. at no 
point did the survey find more than 30 per cent of the people 
who felt that relations between the U.S. and Hussia were 
really 
improving 
However, now a massive 6 6 per cent of 
the public has come to the conclusion that relations are 
indeed growing better Periodically, cross sections have been 
asked: 
"Do you feel

Five years ago. after President Johnson and Premier 
Kosygin had met at the Glassboro summit, no more than 33 
per cent of the American people felt that relations between 
the two nations were improving. After the Russian invasion 
of Czechoslovakia in the fall of 1968. the number who felt 
optimistic slipped to a low of 18 per cent. Optimism rose 
slowly during 1970 and 1971. but a majority felt that no 
change in relations really had taken place Even on the eve of 
the 1972 summit, a majority of 57 per cent felt that the two 
superpowers were still locked into an essentially Cold War. 
uneasy relationship 
But now with the end of U.S. involvement in Vietnam, and 
with the latest Brezhnev visit, two out of every three 
Americans see real and substantial improvement in relations 
with Soviet Russia. By close to a 2-1 margin, most people 
believe that this latest summit has brought the world "closer 
to peace.” 
Back of this highly significant overall change, the 
American people see in U.S.-Soviet relations a sweeping 
mandate of specific agreements they would like to see the 
two countries reach: 


^ Bv 51-27 per cent, a majority support "giving Russia a 
favored nation status in trade as most Western nations now 
have with us ” 
^ By 72-10 per cent. a majority favor agreement to "limit 
the number of nuclear submarines each country has ” 
^ By 70-13 per cent, people favor "reducing the number 
of American and Russian troops in central and western 
Europe.” 
^ By 72-14 per cent, most support "expanding trade 
between the two countries.” 
^ By 69-17 per cent, a majority support "exchanging 
scientist and other technical missions " Back in 1983. a 
similar question yielded 54-34 per cent opposition from the 
American people 
^ By 75-10 per cent, most favor the two countries 
"undertaking joint exploration of the oceans " 
^ By 73-10 per cent, a majority support the U.S. and 
Russia "taking joint action if another nation threatens to use 
nuclear weapons.” 
By 73-10 per (’em. most support "further limiting anti­ 
missile 1 A B M » systems ” 
By 81-6 per cent, a majority also support the two 
nations 
"jointly 
recommending 
that 
East 
and 
West 
European countries pledge not to go to war against each 
other ” 
^ By 83-6 per cent, a massive number support "joint 
efforts to curb air and water pollution." 
^ By 84-4 per cent, a majority favor agreement "to get 
Russia to allow Jews to leave that country more easily " 


* * By 82-4 per cent, people would welcome U.S.-USSR 
agreement to "bring about a Middle East settlement " 
Obviously, not all of these items on a potential U S -Soviet 
agenda were likely to be agreed upon in this past week s 
summit talks. But the American people obviously view 
improvement of relations with Russia as not only possible 
but entirely probable. 
There has been a dramatic turnaround in public opinion 
over the past five years, as evidenced in this question "Do 
you feel the U.S. and Russia can reach long-term agreements 
to help keep the peace, or do you think that is not possible*’”

Welfare Fraud Case 
Ends in Sentencing 


KANSAS CITY. Kan. <AP> - 
A prison term of one to five 
years was ordered Friday in 
Wyandotte 
County 
District 
Court for Ramon Rabon. Kan­ 
sas City. Kan , who was con­ 
victed by a jury earlier this 
week of felony welfare fraud. 


A Kansas law that became 
effective in July. 1972 upgraded 
welfare fraud involving more 
than $50 from a misdemeanor 
to a felony. Rabon was found 
guilty of trying to get a dupli­ 
cate $292 check for aid to de­ 
pendent children after cashing 
the original check. 


The usual procedure is for 
farmers who have not begun 
such work to file an application 
for funds with the local ASCS 
office.

In cases where farmers did 
not wait for approval of federal 
assistance, a request for aid 
must be filed .30 dnvs from 
Friday in order to be eligible. 
Dalton said. "Thev can still get 
cost-share assistance, but they 
must file their claim within 30 
days,” 
Dalton 
emphasized. 
Farmers should be prepared to 
present paid bills to indicate the 
amount of assistance needed. 
Dalton also stressed that the 
federal funds would be applied 
only to damage done to crop 
lands, and not other property — 
such as barns, homes, and so 
on. 
Symington reported that the 
emergency 
conservation 
assistance program operates on 
a cost-share basis, with the 
f e d e r a l 
g o v e r n m e n t 
contributing 80 per cent and the 
farmer 20 per cent. 
Other area counties approved 
for assistance include Benton, 
Cooper, Henry.

The sport of kings 
riddled with crime

W ASHINGTON — A confidential House 
Crime C om m ittee report has found that 
horse racing is a sick industry afflicted with 
p olitical 
p ay offs, 
fix ed 
races 
and 
infestations of Mafia m en and m oney that 
make the $2 bettor an inev itable also-ran. 


So controv ersial is the 18 3-page v olum e 
of abuses in the Sport of K ings that som e 
com m ittee 
m em bers doubt 
it 
w ill 
be 
released publicly . We hav e obtained a copy 
intended only for selected congressm en. 


State by state, it details how ordinary 
bettors 
are 
suckered 
into 
pay ing 
off 
winning tickets for Cosa N ostra financiers 
and their touts at the track 


‘We hav e determ ined that inadequate 
security at many thoroughbred tracks and 
harness racew ay s has led to race fix ing 
which threatens not only the integrity of 
the state in w hich the sport is sanctioned, 
but that of the industry itself. ’ asserts the 
doc'ument. 


"This com m ittee has heard of schem es 
as sim ple in design as that of a dishonest 
jockey hoping an electrical charge applied 
to his m ount w ill put him into the winner's 
circle. We hav e also heard of elaborate 
conspiracies in which an entire race was 
effectiv ely tied up by knocking out half the 
field. 
. w ith drugs ’ 


The racing industry , say s the report, has 
refused 
to face its problem s "due to 
m isguided desire to protect the im age of 
the sport ." 


In track after track, hy poderm ic sy ringes 
w ere used to "hy pe" up horses to w in, or to 
“pacify " 
them 
with 
a 
drug 
called 
aceprom azine to make them lose. The 
com m ittee found 12 states w here high-class 
“ringers" using the phony credentials of 
"nags ” w ere entered in third class races. 
The “ ringers " of course, ran away with 
their races, and the fix ers ran away with 
the m oney . 


As unsav ory ' a group of M afia men as 
ev er attended a crim e conference was 
found in racing. Among Cosa Nostra blue 
bloods in racing w ere R ay m ond Patriarcha 
of N ew E ngland, the G allo fam ily and 
Thom as L ucchese of N ew Y ork, Anthony 


Zerilli of D etroit and Carlos M arcello of 
N ew Orleans. 


Their ow nership of tracks, how ev er, has 
been 
hidden 
behind

in v estm en ts.

observ es tartly that "m ost state licensing

B ecause there is so m uch m oney in horse 
racing, pay offs to politicians for licenses 
are "a norm al cost of doing business." the 
com m ittee study say s. 


In L ouisiana, as one ex am ple. R acing

w as 
appointed 
shortly after he adm itted publicly that he 
placed bets w ith bookm akers. "Such an 
adm ission in itself should be grounds for 
rem ov al," charges the study . 


In Illinois, "the greatest scandal in racing 
in 
recent 
y ears 
occurred 
(w hen) 
a 
gov ernor, chairm an of the racing board and 
other state officials secured undisclosed 
stock ow nership in a racing association in 
v iolation of state statute." 


In N ew York, a race track concessionaire 
m ade a $100,000 pay off to N ew York State 
R epublican Chairman J udson M orhouse, 
the study say s. M orhouse reportedly turned 
back the m oney on orders of N ew York 
gov ernor N elson R ockefeller, the report 
goes on.

“ We need to take a long look 


at 
ourselves, 
both 
as 
an 


individual and as a league. 
Each man knows what makes 
him tick Not all umpires are 
good ones ... in fact the good 
ones are few and far between, 
yet as long as a man hustles, 
knows the rules and tries to do 
a good job. he deserves your 
backing and your support. Not 
your criticism, or your abuse. 
“ Any man who has the guts 


to put on an umpire’s outfit 
should be ready to do as good a 
job as possible ... he’s the man 
in charge. 
“ No manager who has ever 


been around this game of 
baseball very long should not 
doubt that the job of being an 
umpire is a difficult one There 
must be respect on each side of 
the 
fence 
... 
the players, 


coaches, fans, etc. must have 
respect for the umpire and for 
his decisions 


“ I have seen ice thrown at 


them (officials), I have seen 
them forced to fight their way 
out of a gym, hit with objects, 
called every name in the book, 
abused in every way ... yet 
some (fans) yell and say why 
don’t we have good officials, 
why don’t more guys take up 
this officiating business. 
“Now, we look at the other 


side of it. The official is not 
always right ... he is human ... 
he makes mistakes. Just like 
the manager makes mistakes, 
just like the players make 
mistakes. The important thing 
must be that he is always 
hustling, always trying to be in 
the best position to call a play, 
always knowing the rules and 
not being afraid to stock to his 
guns, if he’s right.

to

judgement... there is no other 
way. 
“ Umpires ... must do the 


job. If they can’t stand the heat 
then they should not get near 
the fire. Officiating is not easy.

I ’ve done a lot of it from 
baseball to track and you don’t 
win any friends, but you get as 
close to the game as you can 
without actually playing and if 
you know what you’re doing 
and if you enjoy it, it can be 
rewarding...

NEW YORK iA P i 
Costs for food, clothing and gasoline 
were up sharply again in May. the Labor Department s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics announced this past week 
The First National Bank of Chicago touehed off a new 
round of increases in the prime rate, the interest rate 
charged by banks to their largest and most credit worthy 
customers 
The Chicago bank raised the rate to 734 per cent, a not 
unexpected move, and within two days a number of other 
banks had followed The latest rise came less than two weeks 
after banks moved the rate up to 7> 2 per cent 


The Labor Department said the cost of living in May went • 
up six-tenths of 1 per cent That works out to an annual rate 
of 7 2 per cent on a seasonally unadjusted basis 


Observers pointed out that while the climb in living costs 
during May equaled the April climb on a seasonally adjusted 
basis, it was slightly lower on an unadjusted basis The an­ 
nual rate for April on an unadjusted basis was 8 4 per cent 
The department said in a separate report that purchasing 
power of workers had declined in May because of the price in­ 
creases 


Food accounted for a substantial rise in the cost of living 
The price of food increased nine-tenths of 1 per cent in May 
to a level of 14.5 per cent above a vear ago 


Earlier the Agriculture Department had reported that de­ 
spite President Nixon’s 60-day price freeze and expected 
freezes in the coming Phase 4. food prices will average 12 
per cent higher this year. 


The May consumer price index for all items was at 131.5. 
5.5 per cent above a year ago This meant that it cost a family 
$13.15 in May to buy a variety of goods and services that 
would have cost $10 in 1967. 


In its report on purchasing power, the Labor Department 
said that after tax take-home pay of the average worker was 
$125 12 in May.

He 
was going to go with his father, he 
said. He read everything he could find 
on the subject. He even went down to 
his father’s hardware store and picked 
out some iron bars for the cage he was 
planning to build. His father went along 
with all this good-naturedly, and even 
went so far as to get on the train with 
Jimmy. But when the train got to At­ 
lantic City, Mr. Stewart called a halt 
to the expedition. 
“But 1 haven't seen Africa yet!” pro­ 
tested Jim. “You haven’t seen Atlantic 
City yet either!” said his father.

And so the 
next time we went, we took Nikon cam­ 
eras instead of guns—and it was won­ 
derful! 
Jimmy loves to go on safari for an­

You see, my husband has 
a celebrated tendency toward absent- 
mindedness. I don’t think he’s quite as 
absentminded as some people have 
made out, but it is true that when our 
girls Kelly and Judy were born, he 
came to the hospital to bring me home, 
and then drove off without me.

rench couturiers are strange 
birds. Normally, one would 
think that the expansion 
of home-sewing activities would 
give them such nightmares that 
they would return to more 
elaborate techniques, as a mat­ 
ter of self-protection against the 
ncedle-and-thread 
do-it-your­ 
selfers. But no, I have found all 
over Paris, in the most expen­ 
sive houses, charming and sim­ 
ple designs that even a “debu­ 
tante” in sewing can cope with 
easily. 
SUITS. Jackets are mostly 
modeled 
after 
the cardigan 
style; many of them don't close 
in front. They either hang loose 
straight from the neck, without 
any buttpns, or are fastened 
only with a belt, bathrobe style. 
When the jackets are classic, 
t hectare short; some even look 
like 
the 
fitted, 
waist-length 
spencer style. Battle jackets are 


still in fashion (some designers 
have tried to make them longer 
than the waist, but that’s a hid­ 
eous line). 
DRESSES. D re sse s are 
straight, buttoned sheaths or 
pleated shirts, their collars tied 
in a soft bow (see sketches I n d 
2). Both are much easier to 
make than a real shirt neck. 
Of course, there is a much 
bigger 
variety 
in 
evening 
dresses. Many are pleated or 
fluid, and some are transparent. 
(Modest girls have found a way 
to cope with transparent tops; 
they simply wear beaded bras.) 
PANTS. Pants are straight 
and wide, easy for at-home 
seamstresses to copy. Many are 
even mounted with elasticized 
waistbands—and what’s simpler 
to make than that? 
BLOUSES. B lo u ses a re 
bloused, and they, too, are elas­ 
ticized at the waist. Some of 


them cover the hips (sketch 3), 
and some stop one or two inches 
from the waist, like a bolero 
(sketch 4). 
COATS. Coats are made in 
reversible cardigan style. Some 
are large with wide lapels and 
others are straight, collarless 
and belted. 
SLEEVES. Most sleeves stop 
at the elbow. But there is also a 
return to the sleeveless dress, 
which is so easy to make. One 
can see plenty of bouffant 
sleeves with flounces coming 
from the shoulder and the inside 
of the cuff (sketch 5) or from a 
loose bracelet (sketch 4). Some 
sleeves at Ungaro are raglans 
that start from a flat collar 
around the neck (sketch 7) or 
from a square, peasant-style 
neck (sketch 8). 
BELTS. Most belts are very 
narrow. Sometimes two belts 
are worn—the narrow one in the 


middle of the larger one (sketch 
9). At Dior, the belt becomes 
extra-wide - midriff-width — fas­ 
tened at the side or the back by 
a zipper (sketch 10). And all 
over town one sees belts that are 
nothing more than a ribbon or 
a stiffened piece of material 
with two loops tied with a string 
(sketch II). 
DECOLLETES. Strapless is 
coming back (ace sketches 12, 
13, 14, 15 aad 16), and the 
halter neck is not as popular as 
in the last three seasons. At 
Lanvin, where the line is very 
supple, the front of the blouse 
is gathered in a string that 
crosses in the back (Aetch 17). 
COLORS. White and beige 
are the most popular, but as 
usual there’s a lot of navy, and 
some very bright tones as well 
as some pastel shades. Black is 
not very popular except on 
prints. Those are mostly florals 
or geometric patterns in art- 
deco style. 
ACCESSORIES. Hats are 
mannish felts or large simple 
straws devoid of any trimming. 
Also, short gloves are back on 
the streets. 
CONCLUSION. Fashion has 
been running so fast these last 
years that it is like a skier who 
takes a deep breath and looks at 
the scenery before plunging 
again down the slopes. Haute 
couture might soon get tired of 
its present rest and classicism 
and go back to drapes and in­ 
tricate cut. But at least for this 
year, you can be in style with 
just a little skill and some help 
from your 
sewing machine.

ANSWERS 
1. True. When a person’s brain 
is clicking, the pupils of his eyes 
grow larger. University studies 
show that “pupillary dilations 


accompany any substantial in­ 
crease in mental activity.'* 
2. True-according to the find­ 
ings of a team of medical re­ 
searchers. A study was made of 
100 ulcer patients and 100 per­ 
sons without ulcers. In the in­ 
vestigation, each subject “was 
asked to frown, and the number 
of well-defined vertical furrows 
appearing on his forehead (in 
the middle area) were counted.” 
The ulcer group had roughly 
twice as many vertical creases 
in their brows as the control 
group. 
3. False. Psychological studies 
show that if you are partial to 
zany or farcical humor, this is 
an indication that you possess a 
high degree of self-reliance and 
can be counted on in a crisis 
situation. Tests showed that 
people who are lacking in self- 
reliance tend to be disturbed 
and discomfited by offbeat or 
bizarre humor. 
4. True. U.S. Army studies have 
demonstrated that physical en­ 
durance is related more to per­ 
sonality characteristics than 
physique.

5. True. As one authority ob­ 
serves in summing up the find­ 
ings of leading studies, one of 
the outstanding traits of persons 
with skin ailments is hostility- 
being quick to feel anger or re­ 
sentment—and failing to pro­ 
vide these emotions with means 
of expression. Indeed, unex­ 
pressed anger is cited as “a di­ 
rect or indirect cause of der­ 
matitis (skin inflammation).” 
6. True—according to the find­ 
ings of a university study that 
evaluated the personality char­ 
acteristics of persons who were 
heavy cigarette smokers. Psy­ 
chological tests showed that 
they tended to be bolder, more 
impulsive, more excitement- 
seeking and more inclined to 
disregard danger than others.
